|. What are we to understand by a Revival? 
4 revival of religion presupposes that the church 
ssunk down into a backslidden state,—that she 
has wandered from God and from duty ; and that 
now she is willing to return from her wanderings 
and come up afresh to the help of the Lord against 
the mighty. Ist. It implies consideration on the 
sart of the church. 

st step towards amendment. Individuals be. 
cn to think of their own short comings and sins ; 

their past coldness and indifference ; of their 
neglect of Zion and of perishing sinners; and 
eep, anxious feeling is the result. 

2. It implies conviction. This careful consid- 
eration of their real condition will lead Christians 
to feel their guilt, and make them exclaim with 
one of old, “ IT am undone,” &c. 

3. It implies confession. Hear the confession 

‘the Psalmist, ‘I acknowledge my transgress- 
wa, aad my sin is ever before me. 
and thee ouly have T sinned and done this evil in 
thy sight,” &e. Hear the prophet also, “Tam 
aman of unclean lips, and I dwell in the milst of 
s people of unclean lips,” &c. So every Chris- 
tian, when he wakes up to a sense of his condi- 
oa as a backslider, pours out his soul in hearty, 

genuous confession of his sins, and earnestly 
seeks the divine blessing. 

4. It implies the renunciation of sin. God 
does not bless his people with revival mercies till 
they are willing to forsake their sins. ‘* Come 

out from among them, and [ will receive you ; 

and ye shall be my sons and daughters saith the 

Lord Almighty.” 

5. lt implies increased faith. When the church 
is sunk down in a backslidden state there is very 
little faith in exercise. But when a revival takes 
place there is always a vigorous exercise of this 
christian grace. ‘He that comes to God” ac- 
ceptably and successfully “ must believe that he 
is, aud that he is a rewarder of all such as dili- 
gently seck him.” And the Saviour says, What- 
soever ye shall ask in my name, dedieving, shall 
be granted you. 

6. It implies importunity. The Saviour gives 
a striking illustration of this in the Gospel by 
Luke, xi. 5—13. 

7. Christians lose their inordinate attachment 
to the world. They find that they have been ce- 
mented to the world, and they are now willing to 
rise above it. 

8. Sinners are converted to God. Some of the 
most hopeless characters are not unfrequently 
among the number of converts. Such, then, isa 
revival of religion.

II, The importance of it. 

1. It is necessary to save the church from per.

nized upon correct principles, and administered 
with justice and equity, is a handmaid to the 
Gospel, for it throws a restraint around the de. 
praved dispositions of man, favorable to the effec. 
tual influence of the Gospel. “For good rulers 
are not a terror to good works, but to evil,”-— 
Thus it is clear that the best interests of man- 
kind, both for time and eternity, are involved in 
civil government. We ground the obligation to 
submit to civil authority, not upon the utility of 
civil government, or any other conceivable prin. 
ciple, but upon the will of God. 

We would hold furth the authority of God as that 
to which both reason and conscience must bow. 
And he that resisteth, resisteth the will of God, 
and wars upon the best interests of mankind.— 
Submission is a duty, whether or not we have 
had a voice in the constitution of the government 
or in its administration. We would here remark 
that the government we advocate, is a government 
of Law, and not the caprice of a single despot, 
or the will of a mob. The laws must be the re- 
sult ofcalm deliberation and be clearly made 
known to the people. 

The question may here be asked, to what ex. 
tent is obedience due? Weanswer, without lim- 
it, except in matters of conscience. God's au- 
thority is supreme. The laws of his moral gov- 
ernment are paramount to all human legislation, 
And God, in giving his sanction to civil authori. 
ty, has not surrendered his prerogative over his 
creatures as the supreme andthe righteous mor. 
al governor of the Universe. He has authorized 
the enactment of no law contrary to the princi- 
ples of his government. He therefore requires 
submission to no law that subverts or coutra- 
venes hisown. With this exception, then, the 
obligation to obey is unlimited. And we may 
conclude that the apostle, in the passage before 
us, was treating of the duty of submission in gen- 
eral, without taking up the question of unlimited 
submission. We have quite a number of exam- 
ples in Scripture of those who did disobey the 
mandates of their rulers. The rulers, elders and 
scribes, with the high priests in solemn council 
assembled, commanded the Apostles “not to speak

Whosoever, therefore, resisteth the pow- 
er, resisteth the ordinance of God, and they that resist shall 
receive to themselves damnation. For rulers are not a ter- 
ror togood works, but to evil. 
| Wilt thou theh not be afraid of the power? dothat which 
)is good, and thou shalt have praise of the same. For he is 
the minister of God to thee for good. But, if thou do that 

which is evil, be afraid, for he beareth not the sword in 
vain, for he is the minister of God, arevenger to execute 
wrath upon him that doeth evil. 

Wherefore ye must needs be subject, not only for wrath, 
but also for conscience’ sake. For, for this cause, pay ye 
tribute also; for they are God’s ministers attending contin. 
ually upon this very thing. 

Render therefore to all their dues, tribute to whom trib. 
Ute is due, custom to whom custom, fear to whom fear, 
honor to whom honor.” 


In this passage, we are taught that civil gov. 
ernment is an institution of God. In the exist. 
ence and appointment of civil government, we 
have proof of man’s depravity. For if benevo- 
lence instead of selfishness constituted the govern- 
ing principle in man, there would be no necessity 
for human government. The laws and motives 
of the Bible would be all sufficient. But such 
being the moral state of the world, God, for the 
good of mankind, that he might throw all possi- 
ble restraint around the mind, has given his sanc-

laws of God. It is plain, then, that he who would 
reyard the authority of God, and the best interests 
of his fellow-men, must throw the whole weight 
of his influence in favor of the supREeMAcY oF THE 
Laws. Surely, every professing Christian should 
dothis. Ue should by all lawful means strength- 
en, and notin the least weaken the hands of the 
civil authority. Itis clearly inconsistent with the 
spirit of the passage before us to join with the 
restless and discontented multitude in railing at 
the properly constituted authorities, It should 
rather be our object to lead all to pay a proper 
respect toall that are in authority, 

If unprincipled and wicked men are in author- 
ity, and wicked and unwise laws exist under our 
happy form of government, there is a medium 
through which we can bring weapons (not car- 
nal) to bear upontheevil. Let the character of 
| those laws and their tendency be faithfully held 
up before the public mind, and let the consequen- 
ces of promoting wicked and unprincipled men to 
places of honor and trust be exposed. In this 
way let public opinion be corrected, and the 
evil will vanish. Ifinthe exercise of our ap-

Whereas, numerous petitions have been pre.

Whereas, it is the deliberate opinion of this 
meeting that such a law, embracing the general 
provisions of the bill urged at the last session of 


Congress, would affect unjustly the rights of 
creditors—be detrimental to the interests of trade. 
—and subversive of that high sense of commer. 
cial honor and obligation which forms the basis of 
eredit—Therefore, 

Resolved, ‘That we are opposed to the passage | 
of such a law for the following reasons : 

1. Because it destroys the relation between) 
debtor and creditor voluntarily assumed by the 
parties themselves. By releasing the debtor from | 
his obligation to pay, it destroys the consideration | 
for which the creditor parted with his property ;| 
and thus, materially affects the validity of sub- 
sisting contracts.

The history of any nation is in some degree inter- 
esting. But in no case, except that of the Jews, are 
we permitted to trace the rise and progress of a na- 
tion from an individual, as the father of all. Almost 
the whole Bible, after the date above mentioned, is 
confined to the history of Abram and his posterity, 
various laws concerning them, promises given them, 
and blessings cominunicated to the world through 
them. The greatest blessing promised is the prom- 
ised seed,—the Lord Jesus Christ. But, to the Call 
of Abram, who was afterwards called Abraham. 

This account is found in the 12th chapter of Gen- 
esis. “ Now the Lord had said unto Abram, Get 
thee out of thy country, and from thy kindred, and 
from thy father’s house, unto a land that I will shew 
thee. And I will make of thee a great nation, and | 
will bless thee, and make thy name great; and thou 
shalt be a blessing: And I will bless them that bless 
‘thee, and curse him that curseth thee; and in thee 
| shall all the families of the earth be blessed.”’ Abram 
| obeyed the Lord and became a wandering shepherd 
| of vast wealth and pre-eminent piety. He was born 
| A. M. 2008, only two years after the death of Noah, 
| though there were nine generations between them, 
| Here observe, that even at the time Abram was cal- 
led, it being but 428 years after the Flood, there 
jmust have been many inhabitants on the earth.—

fight a duel if occasion should present. It is, therefore, in- 
| justice to Mr. Wise to make hiin a epecial object of cen- 
sure as some have done. 

Mr. Proffit, of Indiana, speaks with great energy and 
some eloquence.

In 1809 the Baptist charch at the Navy Yard in this city 
was constitated of members who came out of this church. 

Several distinguished ministers of the Baptist denomina- 
tion have been licensed and ordained in this (the First 
Baptist) Church, among whom are Spencer H. Cone, and 
Oliver C. Comstock. ‘The last of these was six years a 
member of Congress from New York. When first elect- 
ed, in 1812 or 1813, he was a stranger to God and an alien | 
from the commonwealth of Isracl. In 1814, he was bap- 
tized in this place; and in February, 1819, when closing 
his legislative career, he was ordained an Evangelist.

Mormonism Exposed. 
An account of the Origin and Rise of the Mormon 
ion. 

Although I have oecupied your attention so long 
with the history of the origin and rise of Mormon. 
ism, | have a few words more to add before clos- 
ing the subject. Several tacts which have come 
to my knowledge, since commencing these sketch. 
es, load me to apprehend, that the developments 
we have been attempting to make are not ill-timed, 
Is there any one who would havo formed so low 
an estimate of the Christian intelligence of this 
land, as to have concluded a priori that a decept. 
ion so barefaced, and, withal, so ridiculous, as the 
pretended disinterment of the Mormon Bis.e from 
one of the hills of Western New York, and this— 
set on foot by an illiterate vagrant hanging on 
the skirts of society, and of exceedingly doubtful 
moral character, and backed by the pecuniary 
means of a man of the most credulous and super. 
stitious cast of character, whose sanity of mind 
was greatly questioned by all his acquaintance, 
should have gained in a period of ton years such 
dominion over human belief, as to be received as 
the uadoubted truth of God by several thousand 
persons? We are surprised to hear of the suc- 
cess of this imposture in the Great Valley of the 
West, although there is material there for almost 
every erratic conception of the human mind to 
actupon. But what shall we say of the success 
of Mormonism in the Atlantic states,—gathering 
its converts from orthodox and evangelical ehurch- 
es? Will it not fill intelligent Christians with 
surprise to learn that the Mormons are establish- 
ing themselves not only in many parts of New 
England, but that they are spreading through 
Pennsylvania, and that they already have two 
churches formed io Philadelphia, and thata_ por. 
tion of the members of these churches have been 
regular communicants in the Methodist and Pres- 
byterian Churches? Such, however, is the fact. 
And we shall not be greatly surprised, if this 
“mystery of iniquity” continues to work, and that 
those who have dared to “add to the words” of 
God's finished revelation, shall receive the threat- 
ened curse. We shall not be surprised if ‘*God 
shall send upon such, strong delusion, that they 
should believe a lie,” and that they “wax worse 
and worse, deceiving and being deceived.” 

One thing however is distinctly to be noted in 
the history of this imposture. ‘There are no Mor- 
mons in Manchester, or Palmyra, the place where 
this Book of Mormon was pretended to be found. 
You might as well go down ints the Crater of 
Vesuvius and attempt to build an ice house amid 
its molten and boiling lava, as to convince any in- 
habitant in either of those towns, that Jo Smith’s 
pretentions are not the most gross and egregious 
fulsehood. It was indeed a wise stroke of policy, 
for those who got up this imposture, and who cal. 
culated to make their fortunes by it, to emigrate 
to a place where they were wholly unknown. As 
soon as they had arranged their apparatus for de. 
ceiving weak, and unstable souls—as soon as the 
Book of Mormon was printed and their plans 
formed, the actors in this scene went offen masse 
to a part of the country where their furmer char. 
acter and standing were unknown, and where their 
claim to divine inspiration could be set up with a 


little more show of plausibility than it could have 
been any where in the state of New York. Mor. 
monism had to grow a number of years in a wes. 
tern soil, and there acquire a sort of rank and 
luxuriant growth, before it could be transplanted 
with any success to a point nearer its birth-place. 
And even now it keeps very much in the back 
ground its grand peculiarities. The Mormon 
preachers, [ am told, in this region, generally 
dwell upoa the commun topics of Christianity, 
rather than upon the peculiarities oftheir system. 
The object of this is manifest. They wish to| 
strengthen themselves by a large accession of| 
converts, before they stand on the peculiarities of 
their system. But ali Christians should beware 
of their devices. Their whole system is built 
upen imposture, They believe Joseph Smith to 
be a prophet of God, when there 1s not a man in 
our Penitentiary, that might not with just as 
much plausibility lay claim to that character.— 
They believe the Book of Mormon to be a divine 
revelation, when it can be proved, that the whole 
ground-work of it was written by Mr. Spaulding 
asa Religious and Historical Romance. They 
believe that they have the power among them to 
work miracles, when even “Satan with all’ his 
“power and signs and lying wonders, and with 
all his decetvableness,” has not been able to sus- 
tain their claim ia a single instance. 

Martio Harris, after he went to Kirtland, Ohio, 
where the first Mormon settlement was formed, 
used occasionally to return to Palmyra. As one 
of the three witnesses, he claimed divine inspira- 
tion, and is, I believe to the present day regarded 
by the Mormons, as one of the greatest and best 
among “the /atter day saints.” In these visits to 
the place of his former residence, he not only en. 
deavored to proselyte his old acquaintances to 
his new faith, but used sometimes to edify them 
with very solemn prophecies of future events, | 
was informed by Judge S of Palmyra, that he 
came to his office so much and uttered his prophe- 
cies so frequently, that he at length told him, that 
he wuuld not consent to his uttering his predict- 
ions any more orally, but that he must write them 
down and subscribe his name to them, or else seek 
some other place for the exercise of his prophetic 
gift. Harris instantly wrote down two predictions, 
attaching his signature to each. 

The one was a declaration that Palmyra would 
be destroyed, and left utterly without inhabitants 
before the year 1836. The other prediction was 
that before 1838 the Mormon fuith would so ex- 
tensively prevai!, that it would modify our nation- 
al government, and there would at that period be 
no longer any occupant of the presidential chair 
of the United States. To these predictions he 
subjoined the declaration that if they were not 
literally fulfilled, any one might have full possess- 
ion to cut off his head and roll it around the streets 
asa foot-bail. Bear in mind that this was one 
of the pretended chosen witnesses of God, to tes- 
tify to the truth of the Book of Mormon. I need 
not.say that both these prophecies in their entire 
failure of fulfilment convicted him of falsehood, 
and show how little is the value of his testimony. 

Another faet worthy of note in this connection 
is, that Harris, Smith, Rigdon, all expected to 
make their fortune out of thisscheme, when the 
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a first to oer 
try, ca t and embarked in 
a boating takebptien. In th end it liked to have 
ey a ruinous operation te them all. Ultimate- 
this speculation severed Harris from Smith and 
igdon, who went farther west, and commenced 
operations in Missouri. Harris, in one of his late 
visits to Palmyra, remarked to a friend of mine, 
that Jo Smith had now become a complete wretch, 
and that he had no confidence either in him or 
Rigdon. Recollect that this was the testimony 
of one of the three chosen witnesses by which 
the truth of the Book of Mormon is to be estab- 
lished. 

One fact more, You recollect that it was men- 
tioned ina former No. ef these sketches, that 
Martin Harris’ wife could not be induced to come 
over to the Mormon faith. He consequently aban- 
doned her, visiting her only once or twice a year. 
She at length declined in health, and was evident- 
ly sinking down to the grave. A gentleman of 
undoubted veracity in Palmyra, told me that a 
few days before her death, Harris returned, and 
on one occasion while sitting in the room with her, 
appeared to be very much occupied in writing. 
She inquired what he was writing? He replied 
that he was writing a letter to the girl to whom 
he was going to get married when she was dead ! 
And according to his words he was married in a 
few weeks after her death. What are we to think 
of Mormonism, when we remember that a man of 
such feelings and such morality was one of the 
chosen witnesses to attest to its truth. 

I have already said, that the Mormons in this 
region cautiously keep out of sight the peculiari- 
ties of their system, and principally dwell upon 
the common topics of Christian faith and practice. 
One proof of this is, the very few copics of the 
Book of Mormon that are found among them. | 
am told that among all the members of the two 
Churches established in Philadelphia, there are 
not more than twenty copies of the Book of Mor. 
mon. This book [ suppose is only for the initiated 
—for those whose faith is well established. 

Another fact in proof of the foregoing position 
is the effort they use to drop the name of Mor. 
mons, and to assume the more taking one of “Lat- 
ter day Saints”—and when called upon to state 
their creed instead of declaring boldly that Joseph 
Smith is the prophet of God, and that the Book 
of Mormon is his word, they rather dwell upon | 
those points of faith which al! Christians hold in 
common, 

In illustration of this last remark, I will here 
insert a written statement given by Joseph Young, 
of Kirtland, Ohio, an elder of the Mormon Church, 
while on a visit to Boston to establish bis faith in 
that city. 

“The principal articles of the faith of the Latter- 
day Saints, vulgarly called Mormons, are, 

1. A belief in one true and living God, the 

creator of the heavens and the earth, and in his | 
Son Jesus Christ, who came into this world 1800 
years since, at Jerusalem ; was slain, rose from 
the dead, ascended on high, and now sits on the 
right hand of the Majesty in the heavens; that 
through the atonement thus wrought out, all men 
may come to God and find acceptance ; all of 
which they believe is revealed in the holy Script- 
ures. 
2. That God requires all men, wherever his 
gospel is proclaimed, or his law known, to repent 
of all sins, forsake evil, and follow righteousness ; 
that his word also requires men to be baptized, as 
well as to repent ; and that the direct way point- 
ed out by the Scriptures for baptism, is immersion. 
After which the individual has the promise of the 
gift of the Holy Spirit ; that this divine commu. 
nication is absolutely promised unto all men, upon | 
whom “the Lord our God shall call,” if they are | 
obedient unto his commandments. 


This gift of | 
the Holy Spirit was anciently bestowed by the | 
laying on the apostle’s hands ; so this church be- 
lieves that those who have authority to administer 
in the ordinances of the gospel, have this right 
and authority through prayer; and without this 
authority, and this gift, the church is now what it 
anciently was ; consequently, cannot be recogni- 
zed asthe true Church of Christ. 

3. That God will, in those days, gather the lit- 
eral descendants of Jacob to the lands, anciently 
possessed by their fathers; that he will lead them 
as at the first, and build them as at the begianing. 
That he will cause hisarmto be made bare in 
their behalf; his glory to attend them by night 
and by day. ‘Thatthis isnecessary to the ful- 
filment of his word, when his knowledge is to cov- 
er the earth as the waters cover the scas. And 
that, as men anciently saw visions, dreamed 
dreams, held communion with angels, and con- 
verse with the heavens, so that it will be in the 
last days, to prepare the way for all nations, lan. 
guages and tongues, to serve him in truth, 

4. That the time will come when the Lord Je. 
sus will descend from heaven, accompanied with 
ten thousand of his saints: that a mighty angel 
will lay hold on the dragon, bind him, cast him 
into the pit, where he will be kept from deceiving 
the nations for a thousand years; during which 
time, one continued round of peace will pervade 
every heart. And, 

5. They believe in the resurrection of the body : 
that all men will stand in the presence of God, and 
be judged according to the deeds, or works, done 
in this life ; that the righteous will enter into eter- 
nal rest, in the presence of God, but the wicked be 
cast off, to receive a just recompense of reward ; 
and that, to ensure eternal life, a strict obedience 
to all the commandments of God, must be observ- 
ed to the end.” 

You see there is not even a remote allusion to 
what constitutes the gist of their whole system. 
But I will here leave the subject for the present.

HEAT AND MOISTURE. 


The placing of water in iron vessels upon 
Stoves in close rooms is of very doubtful utility. 
I frequently notice a very unpleasant smell aris- 
ing from water which has been suffered to remain 
in vessels on stoves until it is nearly evaporated 
in rooms and stores. This is certainly unhealthy. 
Water in a vessel upon a stove, unless it boils, 
will soon become offensive, and is injurious,—it 
becomes impure and putrid from being kept 
warm, and added to this, it is all the time becom. 
ing filled with dust, which adds to its impurity. 
If water is used upon a stove to preserve or pro- 
duce moisture in a room, the use of two or three 
quarts of dry sand in an iron vessel will be found 
the best means of heating it. In this case, place 
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ia the sand a glass or earthen vessel, containi 
clear water, and let it be changed every day, 

the vessel washed as often as the water is chang- 
ed. A valve at the top of a window to a room, 
iwfar preferable to water to preserve the quality 
of the atmosphere of the room or apartment. 

The use of water in the public streets in the 
heat of summer, has but one good effect, viz., 
that of laying the dust and preventing it from in- 
juriog merchandise in stores and the furniture in 
houses where the doors and windows are kept 
open in heat of summer. But the atmosphere is 
rendered very impure by such means, and the 
gutters more offensive. It is the water in the 
gutters that causes the unpleasant effluvias to 
arise and not the dryness of them. A dry at- 
mosphere is always healthy, although the heat 
may be great; but a hot and moist atmosphere is 
invariably unhealthy. Heat and moisture pro- 
duce animal and vegetable putrefaction and de. 
composition :—Take, for instance, the grass cut 
down by the farmer for the purpose of making 
hay ; if it be put into the barn moist, or wet, it 
will mould and rot. So it is with berries, cher- 
ries, apples, and peaches, if these are dried in 
clear weather, and kept dry, they may be thus 
preserved for almost any length of time. The 
same with jerked beef, sausages, &c. 

Churches and Halls where great numbers of 
persons congregate, which are heated by fire, are 
more unwholesome than those in which no fire is 
used. Persons whoare in the habit of travelling 
in steamboats, readily perceive on going from the 
deck to the cabin, a great difference in the atmos- 
phere, especially in the morning, when the boat 
is crowded with passengers. ‘The breath of one 
person will frost the windows of a large apartment 
in verv cold weather ion a single night. What 
then must be the effect of the breath of one or two 
thousand persons ina church, heated to a high 
temperature by stoves? The labor of speaking 
in such an atmosphere is greatly increased, and 
although the speaker may feel in better spirits in 
being honored with a large audience, still his la- 
bor is greater, although at the time he may not 
be sensible of it. Capt. Parry when in the arctic 
regions, found it necessary to construct troughs to 
collect the breath of the men under the deck of 


the ship, during the intense cold weather, and the 
quantity thus obtained was very great. Dry cold) 
weather is favorable to sound. Capt. Parry states | 
in his Journal that during the still cold weather, 
in latitude 76 degrees, he could hear the ordinary | 
conversation of his men a mile distant distinctly. 
In that latitude there is nothing to absorb sound. |

ter-falls, can hear the sound of the falling water | 
more distinctly in the night than in the day time, | 
and still further in cold than in warm weather. |

Dogs are heard to bark, cattle to low, and the |

The echo of sound is noticed on the passage of 
rail road cars under a bridge ; or the passing ofa 
vessel by a steamboat, in the sound of the paa- 
dles of the wheels, echoed back. ‘The boatmen 
of the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers determine the 
distance of the boat from the shore in the night, by 
stamping on the boat, or halloeing, and noticing | 
the length of time the echois returning from the 
nearest shore,—a little practice enables them to 


calculate the distance with greet accuracy. The 
surrounding of the desks of public speakers with 
cloth is unphilosophical. Cloth absorbs sound— 


and thereby destroys it. M.
